Baxter 
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Navy ship spills fuel 
into Halifax harbour

For the second time since 
2011, a Royal Canadian Navy 
warship has spilled fuel into 
Halifax harbour. 

Navy Capt. Angus Topshee 
says the spill is “significant,” 
but he wasn’t able to say how 
much diesel fuel ended up in 
the harbour on Wednesday 
from HMCS St. John’s. 

Topshee, the base com¬ 
mander at CFB Halifax, said 
about 150 military personnel 
were involved in a cleanup 
of the Dartmouth side of the 
harbour. Soldiers and sail¬ 
ors dressed in white plastic 
coveralls soaked up fuel using 
absorbent pads. 

“We’ve done a fairly exten¬ 
sive cleanup along the shore¬ 
line,” Topshee said. 

The spill happened during 
a fuel transfer in the vessel 
and the moment the leak was

discovered, it was stopped, he 
added. 

“It was more than a small 
amount but not all the fuel in 
the ship,” said Topshee. 

A military spokeswoman 
said the spill was reported 
at 5 a.m. Wednesday by 
crew aboard the frigate, but 
Topshee said he wasn’t sure 
when the spill was reported. 

“As you can imagine, 
when something goes wrong 
there’s a bit of confusion,” he 
said. 

In a statement, military 
public affairs said Canadian 
Forces safety and environ¬ 
ment specialists were work¬ 
ing with Environment Can¬ 
ada to minimize the impact 
of the spill. 

Built in the mid-1990s, the 
Halifax-class ship — one of 12 
frigates in the fleet — has a 
displacement of 4,700 tonnes 
and is considered a navy 


workhorse. 

Two years ago, it took the 
navy more than five hours to 
stop HMCS Preserver, a navy 
supply ship, from leaking 
fuel into the harbour. 


An investigation into the 
spill on March 16, 2011, con¬ 
cluded there were several 
procedural lapses, including 
the fact that officers failed to 
act quickly, lighting was inad¬ 


equate and lookouts weren’t 
in the right position. 

More than 14,000 litres of 
fuel leaked into the harbour 
that day.

Speakers line up in favour of changes to HRM development powers 


A provincial legislative com¬ 
mittee will consider amend¬ 
ments to HRM’s charter 
Thursday after hearing input 
and suggestions from a long 
list of mostly supportive 
speakers. 

Eleven people addressed 
the law amendments com¬ 
mittee Wednesday evening, 
and all but one spoke in fa¬ 
vour of the proposal to allow 


the use of site-plan approval 
and density bonusing in the 
regional centre. 

“Where we see this bill 
as being productive is in al¬ 
lowing the veil of uncertainty 
to be lifted and allowing not 
just increased density, but 
increased diversity in the oc¬ 
cupants of the central area,” 
said John Crace of WHW 
Architects. 


Some speakers suggested 
changes to protect affordable 
housing units for the lifespan 
of the development in ques¬ 
tion, and to clarify the def¬ 
inition as targeted to “low to 
moderate” incomes. 

“Is it a mix of units, with 
some to be low and some 
moderate, or could a develop¬ 
er deem $100,000 a year as 
moderate income and have 


rent prices that reflect that 
amount?” said Meredith Ves- 
sey of the Ecology Action 
Centre. 

The lone opponent was 
Phil Pacey of the Heritage 
Trust of Nova Scotia, who said 
the changes wouldn’t achieve 
HRM’s stated goals and are 
anti-democratic. 

“Density bonusing and site 
plan approval provide discre¬ 


tionary powers, so somebody 
can make a decision in the 
privacy of their office,” he 
said. 

“The basis of that decision 
is not public, it is not open to 
scrutiny.”

Rasberiy, 30, appeared via 
video and stood quietly while 
his lawyer asked that the 
case be adjourned to May 23. 

Rasberiy is charged with 
second-degree murder. 

Harvey (Craig) Kelloway, 
who was 31, was stabbed dur¬ 
ing a fight at a neighbour’s 
home on Saturday night. 

Police say Kelloway had 
first met the neighbour ear¬ 
lier in the day. 

A 911 call was made from 
inside the suspect’s house, 
but police haven’t said who 
made the call. 

Rasberiy’s lawyer said out¬ 
side court Wednesday that 
his client was doing as well 
as can be expected “given the 
background of the event and 
his personal background.” 

Alain Hepner said the crime 
isn’t in keeping with what he 
knows about Rasberiy. 

“He has no (criminal) 
histoiy and I know he’s not 
known to police at all,” said 
Hepner. “He was a profes¬ 
sional engineer working in 
the oil industiy.” 

Family members say 
Kelloway is survived by his 
girlfriend and a young son. 

The teacher moved to 
Calgary from Cape Breton six 
years ago after graduating 
from St. Francis Xavier Uni¬ 
versity and Acadia University.

HMCS Toronto has made an¬ 
other significant drug seizure 
during a counter-terrorism 
mission in the Arabian Sea.

Replica handguns are becom¬ 
ing more common in Halifax, 
and police are warning the 
public to think twice before 
buying one. 

The guns and gangs inte¬ 
grated police unit displayed a 
table full of the fake weapons 
Wednesday morning, part 
of the 50 seizures already 
brought in this year. 

“In my mind there’s no 
legitimate reason to be in pos¬ 
session of a replica handgun,” 
said Const. Mike Cheeseman 
of Halifax Regional Police. 

He said besides gun en¬ 
thusiasts using them for tar¬ 
get practice in the woods, 
most replicas turn up in a 
crime scene when they’re 


about 500 kilograms of hero¬ 
in from a large narcotics ship¬ 
ment in the Indian Ocean. 

HMCS Toronto left Hali¬ 
fax for the Arabian Sea and 
a six-month deployment 
back in January. The ship is 
expected to return home in 
late July.

a robbery or assault. 

There’s also the issue of 
threatening someone who 
has the real thing. 

“If they roll up on someone 
who has a real firearm, it could 
also result in getting them¬ 
selves shot,” Cheeseman said. 

In other areas of North 
America, Cheeseman said offi¬ 
cers have shot and killed young 
people who they believed to 
have a gun, but turned out to 
be only a replica. “It puts both 
the officer and the public in 
danger,” he said. 

The court system recogniz¬ 
es replicas as weapons, and 
charges can be laid because 
they incite the same reaction 
in a victim. 

In the past three or four 
years replica guns have be¬ 
come more prevalent and 
much more authentic-look¬ 
ing, Cheeseman said, thanks 
to manufacturers taking steps 
to be closest to the original. 

“I’m sure they could tell 
you all the good reasons why 
they do them (this way). As a 
police officer I don’t see the 
merits for it,” Cheeseman said.

A proposal by the leader of 
the Progressive Conservatives 
brings a whole new meaning to 
the term “vacation pay.” 

Jamie Baillie said on Wed¬ 
nesday that MLAs who take 
“extended vacations” while the 
legislature is sitting should face 
repercussions. 

“I asked the Speaker to put 
in place rules to make sure 
people come to the legislature, 
and dock their pay when they 
don’t,” Baillie said. 

“The reality is eveiy Nova 
Scotian checks their work com¬ 
mitments before they book a 


vacation, and it should be the 
same for MLAs.” 

Last Wednesday, Liberal 
MLA Manning MacDonald re¬ 
turned from a three-week vaca¬ 
tion in Florida, which he said 
was a 70th birthday gift from 
his wife. 

Baillie said he was “veiy dis¬ 
appointed” that Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil let MacDonald 
take so much time off, especial¬ 
ly when the provincial budget 
was being debated. 

The PC leader said he would 
like to see Nova Scotia follow 
Newfoundland rules, where 
MLAs have to pay $200 for 
eveiy day they miss. 

He said there should be a 
panel of citizens who would 
decide when a MLA’s vacation 
becomes extended, and oversee 
other financial aspects of the 
legislature based on “real-world 
common sense.”

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Man charged in decade-long 
kidnapping, rape of women 


Cleveland, Ohio. 

No evidence his brothers 
were involved, police say 


A Cleveland man arrested after 
three women missing for a 
decade were found alive at his 
run-down home was charged 
Wednesday with kidnapping 
and raping them. Prosecutors 
brought no charges against his 
brothers, saying there was no 
evidence they had any part in 
the crime. 

Ariel Castro, 52, was 
charged with four counts of 
kidnapping — covering all 
three captives and the daughter 
bom to one of them while she 
was held — and three counts of 
rape against the three women. 

The former school bus driv¬ 
er owns the home where the 
women were rescued on Mon¬ 
day, after one of them broke 
through a screen door. 

Police said that they were 
apparently bound with ropes 
and chains, and a city council¬ 
man briefed on the case, Brian 
Cummins, said they suffered 


miscarriages. 

Deputy Police Chief Ed 
Tomba said the women could 
remember being outside only 
twice during their captivity. 

And their first opportun¬ 
ity to escape didn’t come until 
Monday, he said. The women 
were not kept in the same 
room but knew they were not 
alone, he said. 

Earlier in the day, former 
captives Amanda Beny and 
Gina Dejesus were welcomed 
home by jubilant crowds of 
loved ones and neighbours 
with balloons and banners. 

The third captive, Michelle 
Knight, 32, was reported in 
good condition at Metro Health 
Medical Center. 

Neighbours said that Ariel 
Castro took part in the search 
for one of the missing women, 
helped pass out fliers, per¬ 
formed music at a fundraiser 
for her and attended a candle¬ 
light vigil, where he comforted 
her mother. As recently as 
2005, Castro was accused of re¬ 
peated acts of violence against 
his children’s mother.

Package had makings of a bomb: Ottawa police 



A suspicious package found 
in the lobby of the Ottawa 
offices of the Department 
of National Defence Tuesday 
evening had the hallmarks 
of an improvised explosive 
device, police say.

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Jodi Arias convicted of first-degree 
murder in death of ex-boyfriend 



Show’s over, folks. 

Trial gained worldwide 
attention due to soap- 
opera dramatics, with at 
least one court regular 
selling spot for $200 


Jodi Arias was convicted of 
first-degree murder Wednes¬ 
day in the gruesome killing of 
her one-time boyfriend in Ari¬ 
zona after a four-month trial 
that captured headlines with 
lurid tales of sex, lies, religion 
and a salacious relationship 
that ended in a blood bath. 

Arias fought back tears, and 
family members of the victim 
wept and hugged each other 
as the verdict was announced 
in the hushed, packed court¬ 
room. 

Outside, a huge crowd that 
had gathered on the court¬ 
house steps screamed, whis¬ 
tled and cheered the news in 
a case that has attracted fans 
from across the countiy who 
travelled to Phoenix to be 
close to the proceedings. Some 


chanted “USA, USA, USA!” 

The jury of eight men and 
four women took about 15 
hours to reach its verdict after 
four months of testimony, in¬ 
cluding 18 days on the witness 
stand by the 32-year-old Arias, 
a small-town waitress. The jury 
will return to the courtroom 
Thursday to begin the next 
phase of the trial that could 
set the stage for her being sen¬ 
tenced to death. 

Arias was charged with 
first-degree murder in the June 
2008 death of Travis Alexan¬ 
der in his suburban Phoenix 
home. Authorities said she 
planned the attack in a jealous 
rage after being rejected by 
the victim while he pursued 
other women. Arias initially 
denied involvement then later 
blamed the killing on masked 
intruders. Two years after her 
arrest, she said it was self-de¬ 
fence. 

The trial quickly snow¬ 
balled into a made-for-the-tab- 
loids drama, gamering daily 
coverage from cable news 
networks and spawning a vir¬ 
tual cottage industry for talk 
shows, legal experts and even 


Arias, who used her notoriety 
to sell artwork she made in 
jail. 

The trial will move into a 
phase during which prosecu¬ 
tors will argue the killing was 


committed in an especially 
cmel, heinous and depraved 
manner, called the “aggrava¬ 
tion” phase. If the juiy agrees, 
another phase will determine 
whether she should get the 


death penalty.

Appeals court upholds 
Berlusconi conviction 


Former Premier Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni’s tax fraud conviction 
and four-year prison sentence 
were upheld on the first ap¬ 
peal Wednesday in a case that 
could see him barred from 
public office for five years. 

In Italy, defendants are 
legally considered innocent 
until all appeals are exhaust¬ 
ed, and Berlusconi’s lawyers 
are expected to appeal the 
case to the nation’s highest 
Court of Cassation. 

Still, the mling, which 
comes just days before pros¬ 
ecutors wrap up closing 
arguments in his sensational 
sex-for-hire trial, raises the 
question of whether Berlus¬ 
coni’s days as a political force 
are numbered. 


Bunga-bunga case 


On Monday, the sex-for-hire 
trial will resume. Berlusconi 
faces charges he paid for sex 
with an underage teen and 
then tried to cover it up. 



Although Berlusconi holds 
no governmental posts he re¬ 
mains influential. It was his 
decision to head the centre- 
right coalition that gave a 
boost to his forces in Febru¬ 
ary’s election, finishing a 
close second to the centre-left. 

“My opinion is that a per¬ 
sonality who had such a rel¬ 
evant role in Italy for 20 years 
— absolutely controversial, 
evidently, but relevant — 
cannot be eliminated by ju¬ 
dicial means, but by political 
means,” Stefano Folli, a polit¬ 


ical commentator said on La7 
private TV. 

The 5 Star Movement 
party is pressing to apply the 
judicial ban on public office 
immediately. Italian media 
reported that cheers went up 
in a party meeting when the 
verdict was announced. 

Indeed, the case is tightly 
tied to Berlusconi’s political 
fortunes. He announced he 
was stepping aside two days 
before the October lower 
court verdict convicting him 
in a scheme that involved 
inflating the price his media 
empire paid for TV rights to 
U.S. movies and pocketing the 
difference. 

Even if the sentence is con¬ 
firmed, it is unlikely Berlus¬ 
coni would serve time for the 
tax-fraud case because a fur¬ 
lough would likely be applied. 

Berlusconi has been con¬ 
victed in other cases but 
the convictions have always 
either been overturned on 
appeal or seen the statute of 
limitations run out.

I don’t know any bad parents. 

I just realized this recently and it came as a 
total shock, similar to when I suddenly grasped, 
in a moment of clarity, that Murdock on The A- 
Team is Barclay on Star Trek: The Next Genera¬ 
tion. 

I know of bad parents, sure. I hear stories 
about friends of friends who approached parent¬ 
ing the same way some people approach mar¬ 
riage, as a chore they felt obliged to do, like dish¬ 
es. 

And the media is full of stories about parents 
who are too strict or too lax. Parents who ride 
their kids for good grades, or who could ride their 
kids to safety if necessary because their children 
are so fat. 

Maybe the fact that the criticisms are all over the map should 
have tipped me off that bad parents are the outliers, not the 
trend. 

My brother and sister-in-law have six kids (it’s a church

thing), each more well behaved and well ad¬ 
justed than the last. The sort of kids that cause 
elderly people at restaurants to warily ask, 
“What’s the secret?” as if my brother is raising 
aliens, or The Stepford Children. 

I’m good friends with a nine-year-old 
named Dash, who is perhaps the best kid I 
know. Besides playing hockey and tennis as 
well as I do, he also plays instruments includ¬ 
ing piano and the mandolin better than I do 
(that is to say, he plays them at all). Recently we 
were hanging out and I asked him if he’d seen 
any good movies lately. 

“Life of Pi was excellent,” he said. 

I blinked. 

“Did you read the book?” 

“Not yet,” he said. 

Then he lit up a cigar and we discussed stock options. 

I made that last sentence up, but you get my point. And I can 
think of at least a half-dozen kids that, if not quite so erudite as 


Dash, seem as bright and balanced as any adults I know—prob¬ 
ably more so. 

My little slice of life is hardly a scientific sample, but I suspect 
all the hand-wringing over the state of parenting is similar to 
worrying about “today’s youth.” People are convinced each is 
getting worse every generation, when things are largely the 
same as previous generations and in some ways better. 

We like the idea that there was a Golden Age of parenting 
and that things would be better if we could just get back to it 
somehow. They never show the scene on Father Knows Best 
where he lashes his son with a belt for getting home late, or tells 
his daughters that homosexuality is an abomination before 
God. Or if they do, it’s only on the DVD extras. 

I hope to raise a child some day, though before I get to the 
Miracle of Life I have to get to the Miracle of Having a Steady Girl¬ 
friend.

The new film Peeples boasts

Despite being filmed more 
than a year ago, Peeples is 
one of those rare Hollywood 
cases where a delay can be a 
good thing. 

“The movie got made a 
long time ago and it was test¬ 
ing really well but the stu¬ 
dio just wanted to release it 
later,” Washington says. 

“There were earlier dates, 
but it kept getting pushed. 
It’s such a great example 
of things happening for a 
reason that you just have to 
trust because we were sort 
of frustrated. And now it’s 
almost as though we have 
this great romantic comedy 
and we have grown into the 
actors that could present 
this comedy. (My Peeples co- 
star) Craig Robinson has five 


movies coming out this year 

— something crazy like that 

— there’s Scandal and Djan¬ 
go. We’ve grown into being 
the kind of actors who could 
present Peeples to the world 
and have it being received 
and appreciated in a way that 
we would’ve wanted it to be. 
Patience!” 

Patience is a concept 
Washington knows full well, 
as there have been plenty of 
instances that felt like ca¬ 
reer setbacks at the time but 
turned out to be for the best. 

“Twice in my career be¬ 
fore Scandal I had been cast 
in pilots where the shows got 
picked up and I got fired. So 
they basically recast my char¬ 
acter,” she remembers. “At 
the time it felt like, ‘OMG! 
Horrible!’ 

“But when I look back, 
one of the shows in particu¬ 
lar, the show got picked up, 
the actors got put on hold for 
a year, they couldn’t do any 
other work while the studio 
was going to figure out what 
to do with the show. But they 
released me — they fired me, 
hired another actress and in 
the same year I did Ray. So if I 
hadn’t been fired I would not 
have had the opportunity to 



do an Oscar-nominated film 
that really changed my ca¬ 
reer. So for me it has always 
been my experience — even 
in the moment I don’t under¬ 
stand why this is a part of my 
journey, eventually I will.”

Hip Hop may be in 
need of a checkup 



Healthy change. The 
early live-fast, die- 
young image of the 
genre is waning as its 
stars of old smarten up 
and speak out 


The culture that in the 1990s 
lost its brightest stars to gun 
violence has in recent years 
seen a series of notable rappers 
die of drug and health-related 
causes. Since 2011, hip-pop pi¬ 
oneer Heavy D, singer and rap 
chorus specialist Nate Dogg 
and New York rapper Tim Dog 
all died of ailments in their 40s. 
Kriss Kross rapper Chris Kelly 
was found dead last week in At¬ 
lanta of a suspected drug over¬ 
dose at 34. 

Some of the genre’s elder 
statesmen say they’re wor¬ 
ried about the culture’s focus 
on youth, current emphasis 
on freewheeling partying and 
“you only live once” ethos, as 
popularized by Drake’s 2011 
hit The Motto. 

“Hip-hop being a lifestyle 
culture ... a part of American 
culture, you have to be mindful 
that somebody is going to grow 
old, age,” said rap pioneer Melle 
Mel. “At some point somebody 
has to realize that hip-hop has 
to learn how to grow up. It’s 
way too juvenile and it’s been 
that way for too long.” 

The 51-year-old rapper, who 
memorably warned in 1982’s 
The Message about urban 
youth who “lived so fast and 
died so young,” said he suffers 
chronic bronchitis from being 
around marijuana and ciga¬ 
rette smoke when he was per¬ 
forming. Of course, heavy drug 
use in hip-hop or rock is hardly 
new: Cowboy of his Furious 
Five group died in 1989 “basic¬ 
ally from getting high,” Melle 
Mel said. 

“It’s not really worth it to 
literally party yourself to death. 
It’s like committing suicide,” 
he added. “You have to choose 
between what makes you feel 
good and what makes you 
think you feel good.” 

Other influential rappers 
who’ve died in their 30s in the

last decade include Southern 
rap pioneer Pimp C and Wu- 
Tang Clan’s 01 Dirty Bastard, 
both from drug overdoses. 

Lifestyle isn’t to blame for 
all fatal health problems in hip- 
hop. Smooth-voiced Midwest¬ 
erner MC Breed died of kidney 
failure in 2008 at age 37. Soul¬ 
ful producer J Dilla died in 2006 
at age 32 of complications from 
lupus. Cancer killed rappers 
Guru in 2010 at 48 and Adam 
Yauch of the Beastie Boys last 
year at 47. One of the genre’s 
top stars, Lil Wayne, has in¬ 
advertently focused attention 
on the issue. After he was hos¬ 
pitalized for multiple seizures, 
the 30-year-old rapper told a Los 
Angeles radio station in March 
that he’s an epileptic. 

As some of the genre’s more 
well-known figures hit their 
late 30s and 40s, they’ve fig¬ 
ured out ways to keep up ap¬ 
pearances in public while also 
keeping their health. 50 Cent 
said he rarely drinks alcohol 
anymore. That “bottle full of 
bub” he’s holding in nightclubs 
nowadays isn’t what you think. 

“I want to live a good long 
healthy life. So I’m health-con¬ 
scious,” the 37-year-old rapper- 
actor said. “You never see me 
drink. If you did see me with a 
bottle, it had ginger ale in it.” 

Though he’s still a heavy 
marijuana smoker, Snoop Dogg 
said he stopped drinking alco¬ 
hol at clubs six years ago after 
suspecting that a woman put 
the sedative Rohypnol — wide¬ 
ly known as a “date-rape drug” 
— in one of his drinks. 

“I used to drink alcohol as a 


fashion statement. If you in the 
club, they bringing you bottles 
and you’re just drinking. I don’t 
do that anymore. I drink water 
or cranberry juice,” he said. 
“I’m not cheap. I just want to 
survive.” Snoop, 41, said his 
focus on health comes from his 
desire to remain competitive 
and relevant to a genre that’s 
largely focused on youth. 

“Because when we perform, 
we don’t have as much energy,” 
he said. “So now we’ve got to 
get up and work out, do push¬ 
ups or jumping jacks, or what¬ 
ever we’ve got to do to keep 
ourselves looking good and 
feeling good. Because one thing 
about an old man — he don’t 
ever want to feel like he old.” 

For producer and rapper 
RZA, hip-hop’s emphasis on 
youth stems from an urban cul¬ 
ture that since the ’80s has had 
trouble planning for the future. 

“They said we should be 
dead or in jail by the age of 25. 
And I think we live like that,” 
the 43-year-old Wu-Tang Clan 
founder said. “But what hap¬ 
pens when you make it past 25? 
What happens when you make 
it to 40? Are you prepared for 
life now?” 

“Think of the great artists 
like Biggie Smalls and Tupac, 
who made some of the greatest 
hip-hop music of all time. But 
they didn’t make it past 25,” he 
said. “They didn’t even become 
a man. ODB was just becoming 
a man. What I want to tell the 
hip-hop generation out there 
is that there’s a chance you’re 
going to become a man. Be pre¬ 
pared.”

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Iggy’s bubble just refuses to Pop 



Ready To Die. 

Determined, durable 
rocker’s new album 
with The Stooges 
proves age is no 
obstacle to all involved 


When Iggy & the Stooges 
broke up in 1974, almost no 
one who’d heard of the band 
had actually heard it. 

More than 40 years later, 
Iggy Pop’s band has a new al¬ 
bum, Ready to Die, a place in 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
and growing reverence for its 
place in music histoiy. It’s one 
of rock’s stranger success stor¬ 
ies, but what do you expect 
when it comes to Iggy Pop and 
the proto-punlc band eveiybody 
used to hate, but really loved? 

“It’s true. It’s a fimny arc 
with us,” Pop said in a phone 
interview last week. “That is 
the way it is, actually, in all the 
various numerical yardsticks of 
all this crud — it’s bigger than 
it was. We have the advantage 
that it was so tiny when we 
started. It was really, really 


tiny in numerical scope, but 
it’s grown and all those old re¬ 
cords still sell really nice and 
steadily, and they’re heavily li¬ 
censed. People get to hear them 
at sports events and on movies 
and in adverts.” 

When historians and critics 
sort through the band’s legacy, 
Pop notes, they always point 
out the Stooges’ initial com¬ 
mercial failure: “But I always 
felt I was never making them 
for a quick buck. I was always 
making them forever.” 

The Michigan-based Stoo¬ 
ges broke up in 1974 after 
dropping a pair of influential 
albums, Fun House and Raw 
Power. The group with Mike 
Watt on bass reformed in 2003 
and guitarist James Williamson 
rejoined the band in 2009 after 
guitarist-bassist Ron Asheton 
passed away. The 66-year-old 
Pop spoke about getting better 
with age and the possibility of 
more Stooges to come. 

What do you think accounts for 
the band’s continuing growth in 
popularity? 

It got more to the general 
public maybe somewhere in 
the mid-’90s. It just got to be 


eveiybody was ready to go, 
“Oooh, OK.” I think part of 
that is there were fewer and 
fewer people doing sort of 
quote-unquote rock ‘n’ roll. It’s 
become less and less available 
on a daily basis. 

Your guitarist James Williamson 
returned to the band after a 
long break from music. Did he 
struggle to get back up to speed? 

There are little nuances that I 
hear of things that he can do 
that he couldn’t do a year ago 
or two years ago. That’s inter¬ 
esting. Ultimately in a group of 
this vintage, there are certain 
things that you can’t do quite 
as much of that you could do 
when you’re in your 20s. If 
you’ve got soul and know how 
to marshal your intelligence, 
you can more than make 
up for that by the depth you 
can bring and the intelligent 
decisions you can make as a 
musician when you’re in your 
60s and I’d say that’s kind of 
what he does. 

The experts say your ability to 
pick things up slows down as 
you age. Do you agree? 

No, that’s a lot of cold s—. In 


fact, playing an instrument 
really well is almost a detri¬ 
ment to playing music if you 
want to play it for your own 
pleasure or play it as an author, 
as originator.... If you read 
Bound for Gloiy by Woody 
Guthrie, the first chapter it 
starts out he’s hoboing on a 


train, and he’s using his guitar 
to shelter him from the rain, 
he’s getting into fights with it. 
It doesn’t even have a guitar 
case. And eveiybody knows 
Woody Guthrie couldn’t play 
but three chords. I guarantee 
you, you could start in your 50s 
and learn how to play guitar 


like Woody Guthrie really 
quickly. He pulled music out of 
his box. That’s what it’s about 
really, pulling music out of 
your box. 

You had a reputation for high- 
energy shows during the first 
go-round with the Stooges. Is it 
more difficult to perform to that 
standard now? 

My personal ability to project 
physical energy probably didn’t 
peak until only about six years 
ago, seven years ago. It was in 
my mid to late 50s and that’s 
because when I was younger I 
didn’t work at it at all. 

Do you think there will be more 
Stooges music down the road? 

You know, that’s a good ques¬ 
tion. By the time I got done 
with this one, I been in the 
mood like, “Oh, f—, am I glad 
that’s over with. Let’s get this 
thing out.” But that’s also the 
tension of a modem market¬ 
ing plan. They start rattling 
my cage and hassling me like 
two months before the thing 
comes out.... So right now 
I think there’s a very good 
chance we could.

Joel Edgerton is in his under¬ 
wear. His schedule is so packed 
he has to do one of his inter¬ 
views while being fitted for a 
tuxedo, which he will wear to 
the Cannes screening of his new 
film, Baz Luhrmann’s pricey 3D 
version of The Great Gatsby 
“One day he’s going to see 
me without my pants on in a 
movie, if he hasn’t already,” 
Edgerton cracks. So while the 
Aussie actor — best known for 
his roles in Animal Kingdom, 
Warrior, and Zero Dark Thirty 
— is in various states of un¬ 
dress, we get to talking about 
his performance as Tom Bu¬ 
chanan, the most hissable rich- 
ie of F. Scott Fitzgerald’s tome. 
You just saw the movie last 
night. What was that experi¬ 
ence like? 

It’s hard to tell whether you 
like a movie when you see it 
for the first time, just because 
you’re in it. You’re judging 
your own performance most of 
the time. Or I do, anyway. Like, 
“Oh f—, he used that piece 
instead of the other piece.” Or 
I think I did something too big 


or too small. It’s all negative. 

It was great for a movie like 
Animal Kingdom, because 
once my character is killed 
(veiy early in the movie), then I 
could just enjoy the rest of the 
film. Like, “Thank God I was 
shot.” My brother was in Zero 
Dark Thirty as well. We both 
came out with the same experi¬ 
ence, saying, “That movie was 
awesome until we arrived.” 

Baz Luhrmann has a strong vis¬ 
ual style. How is he with actors? 

Baz makes you feel valued in 
the process. If he wanted to 
change anything on a given 
day, he’d go to each of our trail¬ 
ers for one-on-one meetings. 
Few other directors would do 
that. I’m sure it wasted a bit of 
time in the morning. Actors 
love working with him, and 
they told me Baz will make 
you look great. He’ll make sure 
you come off well visually. 

When you were first pitched a 
version of Gatsby with 3D and 
Baz’s time warp style, what 
were your thoughts? 

I didn’t imagine words pop¬ 
ping out of the screen and the 
rapid editing style. But I’ve 
seen his other movies. I didn’t 
know why I expected anything 
more subdued. But so many 
things are being made in 3D, 
and the idea of a drama in 
3D is really cool. And Baz is 
constantly drawing from the 
themes of tragic love, so for 
both his visual style and his 
thematic leanings, he’s the 
perfect guy to make this stoiy. 

You play a lot of nice guys. 


What was it like playing a cad 
like Tom? 

I never thought I could be 
Tom Buchanan. When I was 
younger I thought I could do 
anything. I thought I could 
play a girl. Young actors are 
pretty stubborn about casting. 
Then when I got behind the 
camera to make our own 
movies and we went through 
casting processes, I realized 
not eveiyone can do what we 
needed. And I chilled on the 
idea of people who wouldn’t 
cast me in certain roles. Baz 
put the fire back under me. I 
shouldn’t have been Tom Bu¬ 
chanan. I’m not that guy. But 
his excitement in seeing that 
side of me got me to do it. 

How do you play a character 
who’s so often indefensible? 

Tom is a pig. He’s veiy ar¬ 
rogant and racist and selfish 
and misogynist and a philan¬ 
derer. He’s kind of honest 
about it as well. Tom was one 
of the first football players 
at Yale, and Yale football 
players were the first sports 
heroes for American kids. 
Everyone would have known 
about him. Now he’s retired, 
he’s got all the money in 
the world. I just imagined 
Tom was really bored, and 
unhappy. And then when 
Gatsby comes in and tries to 
take his wife away, it brings 
the sport back into his life. 
He may not love Daisy, and 
he’d rather just go around 
and have affairs. But if an¬ 
other man comes in to take 
your possessions, he’s gonna 
fight. He’s not used to losing. 
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‘Overwrought, asinine, 
exaggerated and boring’: Ouch! 


The reviews are trickling in for 
one of the most buzzed about 
movies of the year and they 
are far from “Great.” Alas, it 
doesn’t seem like reviewers 
are keen on Baz Luhrmann’s 
The Great Gatsby, which opens 
this Friday. 

One said it’s as “boring as

When it comes to energy 
use, there are a lot of myths 
out there. For example, one 
myth has to do with how it is 
more efficient to leave lights 
on rather than turning them 
off because the process of 
flicking the switch uses more 
energy. 

“People think it costs so 


much more to start up a light 
bulb,” says Nicole Cadelc, a 
product support manager 
with Nova Scotia Power (NSP). 

The reality is it’s more ef¬ 
ficient just to turn the lights 
off when a room is not being 
used. This is especially true 
given that when people leave 
a room, they can get side¬ 
tracked. 

“You might think you’ll 
come back to the room in 
a minute, but you (can) get 



caught up doing something 
in the kitchen or in the living 
room,” Cadelc says. 

Interestingly, NSP has 
a page on its website (bit. 
ly/160dell) devoted to pro¬ 
viding energy-saving tips and 
busting 10 different energy 
myths. 

Myth No. 9 deals with boil¬ 
ing water on the stove — will 
it boil faster by leaving the 


setting on high? The truth is, 
leaving the setting on high 
won’t boil the water any 
faster. NSP advises that once 
the water is brought to a boil, 
people turn the heat down 
and maintain the boil by cov¬ 
ering the pot. 

On the topic of food 
preparation, Cadelc has 
another suggestion for re¬ 
ducing energy use. She rec¬ 


ommends people using the 
oven turn it off a few min¬ 
utes before the food is ready 
and then allow the existing 
heat in the oven to do the 
rest of the cooking. 

As well, try to minimize 
the number of times you 
open the oven door. “Open¬ 
ing up the oven door can re¬ 
lease about 25 to 50 degrees 
(of heat),” Cadelc says. 


With summer approach¬ 
ing, myth No. 5 is particularly 
relevant. It holds that leav¬ 
ing a fan on will cool a room, 
even if you aren’t there. 

“Fans work by cooling the 
skin, not the air in a room,” 
says NSP’s website. “Fans 
move the air, which helps to 
evaporate moisture on the 
surface of the skin, making 
you feel cooler.”

With the increased emphasis 
being placed on the environ¬ 
ment in today’s society, this 
means people are think¬ 
ing about even more things 
when building a home. It 
all begs the question — how 
does one go about building 
an energy-efficient home? 

Thankfully, there is a pro¬ 
gram that helps make the 
process easier. 

It’s called the EnerGuide 
for New Houses (EGNH) 
program and works by pair¬ 
ing people up with trained 
energy advisers who will 
provide a step-by-step guide 
explaining what energy-effi¬ 
cient designs and upgrades 
they can incorporate into 
their home. 

“What this evaluation ... 


will give you (are) the options 
of where you want to go,” 
says Paul Pettipas, the CEO of 
the Nova Scotia Home Build¬ 
ers’ Association (NSHBA). 

He says there are many 
benefits to participating in 
the program, including that 
you “get greater energy ef¬ 
ficiency, greater savings for 
the energy you use, plus the 
possibility of getting some 
pretty good grants.” 

Participating in EGNH 
in Nova Scotia can be done 
through NSHBA, as well as 
companies such as Sustain¬ 
able Housing and AmeriSpec. 

The cost for participat¬ 
ing in the program is $300, 
plus HST. The actual price is 
double that, but Efficiency 
Nova Scotia picks up half the 
tab. 

The process of building an 
energy-efficient home begins 
with a simple design, says 


Evan Muirhead, a technical 
adviser in the new homes 
department with Sustainable 
Housing. 

This can be a tricky mes¬ 
sage to get across given 
that people often build big, 
sprawling homes these days. 

“We like to advise people 
that while that may be aes¬ 
thetically pleasing, it’s not 
energy efficient,” Muirhead 
says. 

“A nice simple shape, nice 
box, four corners, less inter¬ 
sections, that’s where you 
want to start.” 

A home should also be ori¬ 
ented to take advantage of as 
much solar gain as possible 
since that is the cheapest 
heating source. 

People will want to have 
the living room and kitchen 
facing south, while the bed¬ 
rooms should be on the north 
side of the home. From there, 
people will want to focus on 
upgrading the insulation. 

“That reduces the amount 
of heat you will need to heat 
the home,” Muirhead says.

Heating. Reduce your carbon 
footprint with the right option 


With Nova Scotia’s winters, 
people’s heating systems get 
a good workout. For that rea¬ 
son, people will want to give 
careful thought to what kind 
of heating system they have 
in their home. 

“The best option from a 
carbon footprint (standpoint) 
would be natural gas,” says 
George Hill, the owner of 
Ultimate Home Comfort, a 
hearth dealer and propane 
provider. 

This is because natural gas 
is a much cleaner source of 
energy than fuels such as coal 
and oil. As well, because nat¬ 
ural gas users would be con¬ 
nected to a natural gas line, 
this eliminates the need to 
have a fuel source transport¬ 
ed to their home on a regular 
basis, which is the case with 
oil and propane. 

However, if people aren’t 
located where natural gas 
hookups are present, they 
won’t be able to install a nat¬ 
ural gas system. Propane is 
another option. While it is 
clean burning (just like nat¬ 
ural gas), it is less attractive 
from a cost standpoint.

“The efficiency is the 
same, but ... natural gas is 
about half the price of pro¬ 
pane,” Hill says. 

Electric baseboard heating 
systems are another common 
option. 

“In newly constructed 
structures or buildings, elec¬ 
tric baseboards usually have 
a lower initial cost than other 
systems, but operating costs 


can be high,” cautions Nat¬ 
ural Resources Canada’s web¬ 
site. 

As well, because close to 
60 per cent of the electricity 
generated in Nova Scotia is 
derived from coal and petrol¬ 
eum coke, this means electric 
baseboard heat is not very 
good for the environment. 

Burning wood or wood 
pellets is a better option be¬ 
cause the carbon dioxide that 
gets burned is then consumed 
by trees, which are then cut 
down for use in burning 
more wood or pellets — and 
the cycle then perpetuates 
itself. 

While also cost-effective, 
this process is more labour 
intensive for the homeowner 
since they have to tend to the 
fire quite frequently. 

One other efficient heat¬ 
ing option is a heat pump. 
However, Hill cautions they 
will struggle during the 
coldest months of the year, 
Januaiy and Februaiy, and 
this may necessitate having 
a backup heating system in 
place to complement it.

A desire for cleaner energy

Currently in Nova Scotia, 
close to 60 per cent of our 
electricity is derived from coal 
and petroleum coke, while al¬ 
most 20 per cent comes from 
renewable sources. The desire 
for cleaner energy is one that 
is motivating people to install 
systems to generate electri¬ 
city to provide for their own 
needs. 

Experts say anybody head¬ 
ing down this path must 
evaluate their current electri¬ 
city use. 

“Anybody that’s consid¬ 
ering generating their own 
electricity, the first and most 
important step is to reduce 
your demand,” says Keith Rob¬ 
ertson, the founder and prin¬ 
cipal of Solterre Design, an 
architectural firm in Halifax. 

Ways of doing this include 


reducing the use of energy- 
intensive devices such as elec¬ 
tric stoves, electric clothes 
diyers and hair diyers. 

By minimizing one’s 
energy use, it will help ensure 
the renewable energy system 
they install is not as elaborate 
(and, therefore, not as costly). 

People essentially have 
two options when it comes 
to generating their own 
electricity, one of which is 
the net metering system. 
Under this system, people 
tie into Nova Scotia Power’s 
(NSP) grid system and if they 
produce more electricity 
than they consume, the ex¬ 
cess power “is delivered to 
the grid and the customer 
receives an energy credit 
that can be applied against 
future usage,” says NSP’s 
website. 

To achieve this, people 
could use photovoltaic panels 
(which are usually mounted 


on a home’s roof) or a wind 
turbine. 

“That’s really where most 
people want to go,” says 
Sandy Hines, the owner of 
SHINES Renewable Energy. 

Because the system ties 
into NSP’s grid and uses it as 
a backup option, if necessaiy, 
the system doesn’t have to be 
as elaborate.

“There are a few pieces of 
gear that are required in addi¬ 
tion to panels if you are trying 
to be off grid,” Robertson says. 

Some of this equipment 
includes batteries, charge 
controllers and power invert¬ 
ers. Besides being more ex¬ 
pensive, one of the downsides 
to this system is you can’t do 
anything with any excess 
power you generate.

People looking to improve 
the energy efficiency of their 
home should look at in¬ 
stalling setback thermostats. 
These thermostats allow the 
user to program the thermo¬ 
stat so it automatically chan¬ 


ges the temperature at differ¬ 
ent points of the day. This is 
ideal for when people are at 
work for the day and don’t 
need the temperature at the 
same level as when they are 
at home. 

A conventional thermo¬ 
stat only allows you to set the 
thermostat to one temper¬ 
ature. 


Most commonly, setback 
thermostats are used in the 
winter to lower the temper¬ 
ature when people are at 
work and overnight when 
people are sleeping. However, 
they can also be used as a set- 
forward thermostat for an air 
conditioning system. 

“It can allow the house to 
heat up when it is unoccupied 
and return it to a comfort¬ 
able temperature before oc¬ 
cupants return from daytime 
activities,” says a setback 
thermostat page on Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Cor¬ 
poration’s (CMHC) website. 

But by using setback 
thermostats, just how much 
money can you save? 

That was the topic of a 71- 
page report published in 2005 
by the Canadian Centre for 
Housing Technology (CCHT). 

It found that in the winter, 
setting back the thermostat 
during the day and night re¬ 
sulted in heating cost savings 
of five to 15 per cent. 

However, the amount of 
energy saved will depend on 
how low the temperature 
is set back. It’s important to

note that going too low can 
create potential moisture 
problems in the house. 

During the summertime, 
it’s also a wise idea to employ 
a set-forward strategy. CCHT’s 
paper found that on sunny 


days, electrical savings of 13 
per cent were achieved, while 
on cloudy days, it was only 
2.9 per cent. 

While the results were 
encouraging in CCHT’s test 
homes, the results people 


have in their homes will vaiy. 

“Savings from thermostat 
set back and house temper¬ 
atures will be different for all 
types of homes and mechan¬ 
ical setups,” says a CMHC re¬ 
port on the topic.

Despite how much they cost, 
vehicles are often impulse 
purchases. Many people visit 
showrooms just to kick tires, 
but fall for something they 
see. That can sometimes work 
out, but it’s a better plan to 
research and find exactly the 
right car for your needs. 

Ask friends and family for 
recommendations, including 
what they don’t like about 
their vehicles. Don’t think 
something is too minor to 
consider — that badly placed 
cupholder could be an issue 
on every commute. 

The Internet is a great 
resource for car shopping. 


Manufacturers’ websites 
(make sure you are on the 
Canadian versions) will con¬ 
tain specifications about each 
vehicle, along with photos, 
lists of standard features and 
options, and pricing. 

When comparing vehicles, 
check to make sure they really 
are similar. On some entiy- 
level vehicles, the base price 
might not include air condi¬ 
tioning. If it can be added, 
it might make the car more 
expensive than a competitor 
with standard air conditioning. 

Reviews can help narrow 
your list of cars to test drive. 
Some are launches, where 
writers drive new vehicles 
for a few hours for initial 
impressions. Temper these 
with regular reviews, where 


the writer drives it daily for 
a week or more for a more 
rounded assessment. 


Now that you have a few 
models in mind, it’s time to 
test drive. Surprisingly, many 


people take a car out for just 
a quick trip around the block. 
You are going to be living 


with this vehicle for many 
years, so spend at least an 
hour or more, including time 
on the highway. 

The car should drive 
smoothly on city streets and 
have enough passing power 
on the highway. Tiy parking 
it a few times to see how eas¬ 
ily it manoeuvres. Make sure 
you are comfortable and that 
you can reach eveiything. 
Something that bugs you on 
the test drive won’t get better 
with time. 

Research other factors, 
too. Check with your insur¬ 
ance company to see what you 
are going to pay for coverage. 
If you are tempted by flashy 
19- or 20-inch wheels, find 
out what replacement tires 
cost. And if it comes down 
to choosing between models 
from different companies, 
how convenient is the dealer¬ 
ship to home or work when 
you need servicing?

If you don’t mind paying a 
little extra for quality and a 
premium nameplate, the B- 
Class is the least-expensive 
Mercedes available and it’s 
a solid buy. It’s a hatchback, 
so it’s practical, and it’s also 
a very safe vehicle, especially 
for inexperienced drivers. 




ABCs of safe driving: Know more than just rules of the road

When educators mention the 
ABCs of any discipline being 
taught, they are usually refer¬ 
ring to the absolute basics. 

In driver education, there 
are the basics most people 
think of, such as the rules of 
the road, traffic signs and driv¬ 
ing on the right side of the 
road. These make up the bulk 
of what is taught when we 
take driving lessons. 

I believe the real ABCs of 


driving are more comprehen¬ 
sive and quite a bit different 
than what most motorists — 
particularly people who have 
just purchased their first new 
car — would think. 

These ABCs should be 
taught in every driving course 
and reviewed throughout 
everyone’s driving career. 

A is for attitude: Almost every 
driver needs to readjust their 
attitude toward driving. Be¬ 
fore we click the remote to 
unlock the driver’s door, each 
of us should stop, take a deep 


breath and realize we are 
about to operate a two-ton ma¬ 
chine of glass, steel and plastic 
that has the potential to kill, 
maim, ruin lives and break 
hearts. 

Unfortunately, there are 
too many motorists who for¬ 
get that driving requires a 
high level of responsibility. 
Being in command of a poten¬ 
tially deadly form of transpor¬ 
tation requires we prove our 
ability through testing, and 
that when signing on the dot¬ 
ted line, we agree to play by 
the rules. Without these rules, 


motoring mayhem would 
ensue. 

B is for brains: Driving a 
vehicle requires a certain level 
of intelligence. After all, our 
lives are on the line when we 
are behind the wheel. 

We should never catch our¬ 
selves driving without think¬ 
ing. This means all motorists 
and truckers should not allow 
themselves to be distracted 
from processing vital driv¬ 
ing information. We should 
always think our way out of 
trouble on the road or, much 


better still, think ahead to 
avoid the danger. 

Motorists are better off not 
allowing emotions to dictate a 
response to a traffic situation 
but rather to figure out the 
most intelligent response. 

C is for control: It is in our 

best interest to learn how to 
control this large machine. It 
has a lot of mass and is capable 
of death and a tremendous 
amount of destruction. 

Eveiy motorist should 
understand what it takes to 
control their vehicle in ex¬ 


treme conditions. This in¬ 
cludes emergency situations 
such as collision avoidance, 
emergency lane changes and 
skids and slides. 

Most drivers are in control 
as long as the driving scene 
goes as planned. However, 
when the situation turns ugly, 
the vast majority have no idea 
what their vehicle will do or 
how to control it. 

Eveiy motorist should learn 
how to control their vehicle 
in emergency situations, on 
winter roads and any other ex¬ 
treme setting we come across.
